Premier's' Divorce 
The first attack on the resolution 
made l>y the leader of the oppo- 
eltloa himself, the Hon. G. Nairn. 
Charaoteriring the motion as silly and 
ridieiulous, he thought It just as sult- 
Bile to debate whether the freshmen 
eboiiia he allo-wed to carry Pekinese 
dof« or not. He proceeded to congratu- 
SatB the Premier on his recent divorce. 

At thli point, Klein arose to state 
that he had not yet obtained It and 
that the reatoa he wanted a divorce 
not because of aversion to one 
woman but because of iiis love for all 
Wmen In peneral. (Hearty applause 
trom gaUcrj-). 

Xalrn plcturod the Vnicn af it would 
t>e If all these "chaittring. yaw)!ng.
